Dear Mr. Wood: 


Mrs. Paul Newey, an Assyrian lady living in Chicago, has asked us 
to investigate a gold coin for her. She says her father gave it to her when 
she was a child, and that it was found in Asia Minor. Our photograph, here- 
with enclosed, is about four times enlarged. 


The coin seems to me to be very similar to No. 82, Tafel V, of 
Ferdinand Friedensburg: Munzekunde und Geldgeschichte der Einzelstaaten; 
also to No. 18, Plate VI, Encyclopedia Britannica, Vol. 16 (14th Edition). 

The spherical object is of course a silver bead which has been 


soldered to the coin, which is very thin, presumably of gold, and quite 
badly bent. 


Dr. Debevoise has suggested that you may be willing to help us 
out with some some historical data and perhaps an estimate of its market 
value, if any. 


Any information you can give us will be very much appreciated 
both by Mrs. Newey and ourselves.

The coin of which you send s photograph and which 
ve are returning is a Venetlan Zecchino, sometimes called 
a gequin or dueat. This circulated extensively in the 
Levant and are still found there. This was one of the 
last ones issued as it bears the name of Tudovicus Manin 
who was Doge between 1789 and 1797. 


In fine condition it would have no espdcial velue. 
In the poor, battered condition that this piece is in, 
it~ would be worth only what it would bring as old gold.
